Ac- 
to the brief filed today, the 
Union Pacific sold a block of stock in 
1909, only to buy it back in 1910, when 
the “adm tion railroad bill” was 
proposed in Congress. At no time 
was the purchase of stock prompted 
by an intent to monopolize interstate 
commerce or to restrain trade, it was 
stated. The rafiroad company argued

STANDARD GETTING OUT 
FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


ARL the confessed 
E embezzling confidential book- 

keeper who looted the American 
National Bank of Pomons, weakened 
yesterday. 

His confinement in the County Jail, 
with the refusal of Assistant United 
States District Attorney Regan to al- 
low anybody but his close friends to 
see the young defendant, coupled with 
the remorse that he has felt, has done 
its work, and it was announced yes- 
terday by Willedd Andrews, his at- 
torney, that a “detailed statement” is 
being prepared by Standard and him- 
self showing where every dollar taken 
from the Pomona bank went, how it 
was invested, who had the handling 
of the funds, and a lot of other in- 
formation that the government has 
been digging for ever since the arrest. 

Yesterday a change was made ig 
counsel to represent Standard in fu- 
ture proceedings before the Federal 
courts. A contract was signed by At- 
torney Andrews and H. H. Smith of 
Pomona, father-in-law of Standard, 
whereby Andrews is to exclusively 
represent Standard in all further 
hearings. The name of Harley Stan- 
dard, a brother of the embezziler, ap- 
pears as a witness to the contract. 

Ithas been known for some time 
that Standard has not been following 
the advice of the attorney retained at 
the time of his arrest, and that the 
confession of the prisoner was not 
according to his idea. It seen tygat 
some persons thought it best for 
Standard to make a fight to obtain his 
freedom, but in spite of that arrange- 
ment he talked freely about his case 
and admitted his guilt. Then in an 
interview his attorney was quoted as 
saying that in his opinion Standard 
was crazy~—not insane, but not normal 
—at all times. 

The employment of another attor- 
ney has been made, it is. understood, 
in furtherance of the programme to 
tell everything and plead for the 
mercy of the court. To the end that 
a strong impression may be made, the 
“detailed statement” referred to by

HISTORY OF FIELD. 

Searles's Lake is from eight to 
twelve mites long and four miles wide 
at the widest part. It was originally 
located by Dennis Searles, who mined 
and freighted out borax. He patent- 
ed 2000 acres and operated as the 
San Bernardino Borax Company. Fi- 
nancial difficulties arose and he sold 
out to the Pacifie Coast Borax Com- 
pany, which in turn was succeeded b 
the California, Trona Company. ' 

This company borrowed large sums 
from an English syndicate and begann 
the manufacture of soda from the de- 
posits found in the bed of the lake. 
A plant was erected and twenty-five 
tons of soda were turned out but nev- 
er reached a market. It is still sacked 
and in the old warehouse near the 
lake. When the payments could not 
be made the syndicate foreclosed, and 
to protect the original 2000 acres and 
the placer claims which had been 
bought from the locators, the com- 
pany was placed in the hands of S. W. 
Austin as receiver. 

The syndicate is known as the For- 
eign Mines Development Company, 
Ltd., of which Guy Wilkenson is man- 
aging director. This company car- 
ries the title to the lake through fore- 
closure and the purchase of all the 
stock of the California Trona Coni- 
pany. It is a subsidiary of the pow-

erful Seuth Africa Gold Company and 
the Consolidated Goldfields Com- 
pany, which control about all the 
gold mines of South Africa. While on 
the scene Hamman learned from Wil- 
kenson that the syndicate’s chemist 
had discovered the presence of potash 
in solution and, to confirm the dis- 
covery, asked the government to send 
experts to make an examination, with 
the result stated above. 

Hamman believes that the syndi- 
cate has the title to all the land worth 
anything from a h standpoint, 
notwithstanding the action of the 
President yesterday in asking Con- 
gress to pass a law to protect the 
land against entry. Some locations 
have already been made by prospec- 
tors on land adjoining the main bed 
of the lake, but the officials of the 
syndicate regard it as worthless and 
have made no effort to get it or to 
prevent others from lecating upon it. | 

In making thé discovery of the 
potash in solution the experts sunk 
wells on the four corners and in the 
middie of the lake to the depth of 
several hundred feet, and found the 
potash after going through salt, soda 
and borax. The value of the discov- 
ery may be appreciated from the fact 
that the government agents estimate 
that there is from 4,000,000 to 10, 
900,000 tons of potash in Searles 
lake. Commercially, potash is worth 
from $35 to $40 a ton, ‘and last year 
this country Imported $11,000,000 
worth of the product from Germany. 
which has a monopoly on potash. it 
is mainly used as fertilizer... 

Government agents have long been 
seeking potash deposits, but have been 
looking for beds of it Managing Di- 
rector Wilkenson of the English syn- 
‘dicate told Hamman that he had de- 
cided to retommend the expenditure /- 
of $1,000,000 in building a plant, and 
that at his word the company would 
put $10.000,000 into the venture.

In 
addition to these big machines the 
dredger Turbine is now on the way to 
San Pedro in tow of the tug Hercules 
from Honolulu and should arrive in 
about ten days, having left the isiand 
port on March 17. The Turbine is a 
powerful dredger and will be used on 
the work in the outer harbor. 

The contract of the Stagdard Amer- 


ican Company calls for the filling of gta 


approximately 1,500,000 cubie yards, 


the contract having been awarded by 
the Board of Public Works on last 
Friday. The company expects to fill 
in excess of 100,000 cubic yards each 
month and will push the big project 
with all possible speed. The entire con- 
tract calls for the expendittre of 
$219,345 and it is expected the con- 
tract will require a year or over to 
complete. 

Officiais of the company stated this 
afternoon that definite plans concern- 
ing the method of starting the work 
had not been fully determined, but 
it will probably consist in driving 
piling to indicate t lines of the 
fill and building bulk to hold the 
debris.
